REPORT  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1925. 


The  Annual  Report  for  1925  is,  by  direction  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  to  be  a  Survey  Report.  A  Survey  Report  is  called  for 
at  intervals  of  five  years,  and  differs  from  the  intervening 
modified  Annual  Reports  in  dealing  more  comprehensively  with 
important  changes  in  the  public  health  services  during  the  period, 
and  generally  as  to  the  progress  of  improvement  of  the  public  health. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA . 

Area  (Acres).  11,702. 

Population  (Census  1921)  2,012.  Estimated  (1925).  2,099. 

The  population  increased  between  1911  and  1921  by  77  persons. 
A  further  increase  of  87  persons  since  1921  is  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General. 

The  District  lies  within  the  northern  border  of  the  County, 
adjacent, along  its  northern  boundary,  to  the  Whitchurch  Urban 
District.  The  general  elevation  is  from  300  to  400  feet  O.D., 
the  contour  being  gently  undulating.  The  subsoil  is  the  red 
marl  of  the  new  red  sandstone,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  area 
In  the  south-east,  where  an  outlier  of  the  Lias  occurs  at  Ightfield. 
There  is  generally  a  considerable  thickness  of  morainal  drift 
covering  the  strata.  The  natural  drainage  is  by  small  streams  to 
north  and  south,  the  water  partings  between  the  Weaver,  Dee,  and 
Severn  river  systems  crossing  the  District.  The  District  is 
entirely  rural  in  character,  and  the  population  scattered,  the 
small  villages  of  Tilstock,  Ash,  Broughall  (all  in  the  largo  parish 
of  Whitchurch  Rural),  and  Ightfield,  comprising  the  main  collection 
of  houses.  The  land  is  largely  employed  for  grazing  and  dairy 
farming.  The  District  is  naturally  very  healthy,  the  average 
death-rates  for  preceding  years  being  low.  There  are  no 
Industires.  A  large  Military  Hutment  Carnp  was  established  at 
Prees  Heath  in  1914,  and  remained  in  occupation  throughout  the 
War.  It  was  dismantled  entirely  and  all  buildings  removed  from 
1920  onwards,  and  its  occupation  does  not  affect  the  years  under 
review .

The  hirth  rate  was  below  the  District’s  recent  average. 

The  death  rate  was  a  little  above  the  District’s  average, 
which  is  a  low  one.  Whooping  Cough  caused  1  death,  Influenza  1, 
Cancer  4.  There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis. 

The  Infant  death  rate  was  very  low.  The  District  has  for 
over  20  years  had  a  strikingly  low  infant  death  rate.

Hospitals:  Tuberculosis.  Shirlett  Sanatorium  for  early  cases. 

Prees  Heath  Sanatorium  for  advanced  cases.  Shropshire  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  for  surgical  cases. 


Children.  County  Council’s  Babies  Home  at  Wellington. 

Smallpox .  The  County  Smallpox  Hospitals  at  Ludlow  and 

Wellington. 


There  is  no  Fever  Hospital  at  present. 

Ambulance.  The  County  Council’s  motor  ambulance  is 
available  for  infectious  and  other  cases. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  There  is  a  Child  Welfare 
Centre  and  School  Clinic  in  Whitchurch  which  also  serves  the 
Rural  District.  The  County  Dispensaries  for  Tuberculosis  at 
Whitchurch,  and  Venereal  Diseases  at  Shrewsbury  are  available 
for  the  District. 

Public  Health  Officers.  The  Medical  Officer  oi  Health 
is  also  M.O.H.  for  the  S.W.  Salop  Combined  Districts,  and  a 
whole  time  officer.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Surveyor 
to  the  Council.  Salary  contributions  are  received  by 
Exchequer  grant. 
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Nursing  Arrangements:  General .  By  the  District  nurses  of  the 

Shropshire  Nursing  Federation  'in  parishes  where  an  association 
has  been  formed.  Associations  are  in  existence  for  Ash,  Ightfield, 
Tilstock  and  Aldington.  The  Local  Authority  is  not  concerned 
with  the  scheme  of  co-ordination  or  the  financial  arrangements. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  County  Council  provides  for 
health  Visiting  and  nursing  assistance  where  necessary,  for 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  pneumonia  in  the  case  of  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  and  for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.

Bye-laws .  The  Council  since  1894  had  a  code  of  Bye-laws  on  various 
subjects  which  applied  to  a  part  of  the  District  only.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  There  is  no  combined  system  of  supply  in 
the  District,  but  'the  supply  from  pumps,  wells,  and  springs  appears 
to  be  adequate  throughout  the  area,  the  Council  having  provided, 
and  maintaining,  public  pumps  and  wells  in  all  the  village  centres, 
as  at  Ightfield,  Tilstock,  Ash,  and  Broughall.  At  Ash  the  supply 
is  laid  on  to  two  pumps  placed  over  tanks,  from  a  well  and  wind 
engine  supply  to  two  private  residences.  The  Council  pays  for 
the  right  to  take  water  and  a  main  of  some  340  yards  length  is  laid 
from  the  reservoir  to  the  centre  of  the  village. 

At  Tilstock  the  supply,  to  a  pump  in  the  village,  is  from  a 
well  of  excellent  quality,  with  a  draw  pipe  of  some  300  yards  to  the 
pump.  This  was  put  in  some  25  or  more  years  ago,  and  owing  to 
faulty  condition  of  the  pipe  the  water  had  for  some  years  a  tarry 
taste  and  later  became  discoloured  with  rust.  Regular  and  free 
use  by  the  inhabitants  appears  to  be  all  that  is  necessary  to  main¬ 
tain  it  in  good  condition,  but  if  the  first  clearing  of  the  pipes 
each  morning  is  found  to  entail  several  minutes  pumping,  the  free 
use  of  the  water  is  likely  to  be  neglected.  The  inhabitants, 
generally,  appear  still  to  make  little  use  of  the  water,  preferring 
to  continue  to  use  the  more  accessible  wells  in  yards  and  gardens, 
though  as  I  pointed  out  many  years  ago  the  water  in  a  number  of 
these  was  proved  on  analysis  to  be  liable  to  contamination. 

New  Public  Well.  During  the  last  year  a  new  well  was  sunk 
by  the  Council  for  the  supply  of  four  houses  in  Catterall's  Lane, 
Broughall,  and  it  also  affords  a  supplementary  supply  to  other 
houses  in  the  Lane. 

In  a  district  which  depends  largely  upon  shallow  wells 
adjacent  to  cottages,  it  is  important  that  steps  be  taken,  wherever 
necessary,  to  prevent  risk  of  contamination  from  faulty  drainage 
or  closet  arrangements,  and  also  by  reconstruction  of  the  wells 
whenever  possible  so  as  to  render  them  watertight  from  above  the 
ground  level  to  a  depth  of  at  least  six  feet.

Stream  Pollution.  No  Instance  has  come  under  notice 
during  the  five  years. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage .  Tilstock  and  Ightfield  villages 
are  sewered  for "t’he- most  part,  the  surface  water  and  household 
slop  water  together  being  drained  by  roadside  sewers  to  chambers 
discharging  through  open  jointed  filed  pipes  to  neighbouring 
water  courses.  Ash  and  Broughall  are  also  sewered  in  part,, 
the  sewage  being  conveyed  to  settling  tanks  and  filters  and 
thence  to  a  watercourse.  The  Council  through  their  Surveyor 
maintains  these  sewers.  Few,  if  any,  W.C’s  are  connected. 

Most  houses  with  W.C’s  have  individual,  septic  tank  or  cess  pit 
disposal.  The  drainage  of  the  District  appears  to  be  sufficient 
for  the  purpose.

The  number  of  privies  converted  to  W.C's  during  the  past 
five  years  was  5,  and  to  earth  or  pail  closets  10.  Wherever 
possible  in  the  case  of  scattered  houses,  conversion  of  the  old 
vault  privies  to  earth  closets  should  be  required  and  enforced, 
as  this  type  is  not  only  more  sanitary  but  avoids  a  source  of 
danger  to  adjacent  shallow  wells. 

Scavenging .  The  Surveyor  reports:-  "Tips  have  been 

provided  for  each  village,  to  which  all  refuse  is  taken,  It 
is  then  used  in  filling  up  pits  etc.,  and  covered  with  soil 
and  levelled." 


Schools .  No  action  as  regards  water  supply  or  sanitary 
arrangements  of  schools  has  been  called  for.

HOUSING-. 

General  Housing  Conditions.  Housing  appears  to  be 
generally  adequate  in ' amount!  The  Council  built  36  excellent 
houses  under  the  1919  Housing  Act,  thus  carrying  out  their 
entire  original  estimate  of  requirements.  During  the  past 
five  years  6  other  houses  have  been  built  by  private  persons 
without  subsidy.  While  there  appears  to  be  no  shortage,  the 
Surveyor  reports  that  there  is  still  some  demand  for  houses  of 
the  Council's  type,  as  there  are  several  applicants  when  one 
falls  vacant. 

Overcrowding  is  not  often  met  with,  such  cases  as  come 
to  light  being  usually  those  of  a  growing  family  with  limited 
accommodation.  Where  possible,  action  is  taken  under  the 
Inspector's  notices. 

Fitness  of  Houses.  The  general  standard  is  fair,  but 
there  is  a  certain  number  of  old  or  very  old  houses  which  do 
not  reach  a  satisfactory  standard  under  modern  requirements. 
Repair  work  meets  with  the  usual  difficulties  in  Rural  Districts, 
of  low  rentals,  high  cost  of  repairs,  and  sometimes  the  small 
means  of  the  owner.  It  is  exceptional  to  find  a  house  in 
such  a  state  as  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  but  improvements 
and  additions  are  often  desirable.  The  present  Surveyor  reports 
that  such  improvements  are  being  carried  out  slowly  and  he  has 
been  able  in  most  cases  to  get  satisfactory  work  done.  As 
instances:-  in  the  case  of  6  old  houses  -  Malt  Kiln  Cottages, 
Tilstock,  on  which  I  commented  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1923, 
the  Surveyor  reports  that  two  have  now  been  repaired  throughout 
and  one  partly  re -roofed  and  larger  window  space  provided. 

In  another  case  at  Ash  Lane  good  work  has  been  done,  the  house 
partly  re -roofed,  and  ventilation  and  drainage  improved.  At 
Tilstock  a  house  has  had  its  staircase  and  ceilings  repaired, 
window  space  improved  and  better  sanitary  accommodation.

The  Inspector  adds:-  "The  above  does  not  represent  the 
total  number  of  milk  producers  in  the  district,  the  remainder 
being  farmers  who  are  milk  purveyors  for  part  of  the  year  only, 
and  cheese  makers  the  other  part.  I  am  however  finding  out  at 
what  farms  this  goes  on  and  I  am  including  them  in  the  register 
if  the  cowsheds,  dairies,  etc.  are  as  required."

There  are  none  in  the  District;  three  small 
provision  shops  have  been  found  in  satisfactory  condition  on 
inspection. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Laboratory  Work.  The  County  Council  provides  for 
Bacteriological  examination  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Enteric  and 
Tuberculosis,  by  arrangement  with  Birmingham  University,  free 
of  cost. 


Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council, 
free  of  cost  to  cases  of  the  poorer  class,  through  the  Surveyor 
to  Fhitchurch  U.D.C.  who  supplies  medical  men  upon  request. 
Antitoxin  is  In  general  use  in  all  but  very  slight  cases.  In 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
Memorandum  of  July  1922,  a  stock  is  held  of  8,000  units  for 
treatment  and  500  units  for  preventive  use.

Diphtheria .  There  have  been  one  or  more  cases  each 
year,  but  no  "epTdemic  prevalence,  and  no  death. 

Scarlet  fever.  Few  cases  have  come  to  light.  Last 
year  eight  cases  occurred  in  a  limited  outbreak  at  Ash  in 
September,  associated  with  school  attendance.  I  made  a 
personal  investigation.  Three  of  the  cases  were  discovered 
on  reports  from  the  school  and  medical  attendance  secured. 

Due  precautions  were  taken,  and  the  school  was  closed  on  my 
recommendation  for  a  short  period.  The  outbreak  quickly 
subsided  and  no  further  spread  occurred.
